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Castaldi Gets Plaque from Council; 
Giese Receives Governor’s Citation

During city councITs reg¬ 
ular meeting on December 
20, veteran City Manager 
James Giese and former 
Mayor Richard Castaldi re¬ 
ceived further expressions of 
praise; candidates for ap¬ 
pointment to fill the council 
seat vacated by Castaldi 
were also put on notice that 
they will have to file finan¬ 
cial disclosure statements. 

State Senator-elect Leo Green 
appeared at the council meeting 
to offer his congratulations to 
Giese on completing 20 years as 
Greenbelt’s city manager. Green 
told Giese, “I can’t say more th?n 
your local paper did,” and a-so 
“I think you select excellent peo¬ 
ple.” He concluded by saying, 
“Fm proud to serve with you 
and for you.” 

Green then presented Giese 
with a Governor’s Citation 
awarded by Maryland’s Governor 
Harry Hughes “in appreciation 
of your outstanding services to 
the citizens of this State.” Giese, 
for whom there had been a sur¬ 
prise party the previous week¬ 
end, expressed his appreciation 
to Green and Hughes, and “to 
everyone who made this quite a 
weekend.” 

Castaldi, now a member of the 
Prince Georges County Council, 
was presented with a plaque by 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld in recog¬ 
nition of Castaldi’s service as a 
city council member and mayor. 
Castaldi told the council, “This 
group here has really made me 
aware of the responsibilities of 
elected office.” 

Candidates’ Finances 

Giese pointed out to council 
during a recent work session that, 
the city’s Ethics Ordinance ia 
difficult to interpret and unci : 
as to the requirement for fiJir 
of financial disclosure statement 
by persons seeking appointment 
to fill the current council vacan¬ 
cy. During the December 20 
meeting, council formally de¬ 
clared that all applicants for the 
position must file the statements 
and also took the first steps nec¬ 
essary to amend the ethics code 
to clarify the requirements. A 
city advertisement in the News 
Review on December 23 brought 
the disclosure requirement to 
the attention of candidates. 

In other activity, Weidenfeld 
swore in William D. Allwang as 
a city police officer. Police Chief 
William Lane told council the ad¬ 
dition of this new officer brings 
the city’s police department to 
its full authorized strength. In 
separate action, council approved 
the job description for a new 
position of “Police Cadet” within 
the police department. Council 
had authorized such a position 
when it adopted the budget for 
this fiscal year. Giese reported 
that a person had been selected 
for the new job and would start 
work at the beginning of January. 


Maryland Trade Center 

Council gave preliminary ap¬ 
proval for the city to float a 
bond issue asked for by Coakley 
& Williams, Inc., developers of 
the Maryland Trade Center Of¬ 
fice Park. Proceeds from the bond 
issue would be used by the de¬ 
veloper to finance storm drainage 
work, to pay for the extension of 
Greenway Center Drive and to 
cover the cost of engineering 
work relating to extension of 
Hanover Parkway south to 
Goodluck Road. The costs of 
these projects are estimated at 
just over $870,000. 

Financing of the bond issue 
would be by means of a “spe¬ 
cial assessment improvement 
project,” whereby the Maryland 
Trade Center property would be 
assessed for the full cost of the 
improvements and would have 15 
to 20 years within which to make 
the repayments. 

The advantage for Coakley & 
Williams in this arrangement 
will be that the city, issuing 
tax-exempt bonds, will be able 
to get a lower rate of interest 
than would the development firm 
if it went into the bond market 
on its own. In exchange, Coakley 
& Williams has agreed that it 
will start paying city property 
taxes on its undeveloped prop¬ 
erty, thus giving up a waiver of 
such payments that council 
granted as a condition for annex¬ 
ing the property into the city in 
April, 1982. 

The firm ♦ will also do more 


landscaping than originally plan¬ 
ned, including the planting of 
trees along Hanover Parkway 
and Greenway Center Drive. 

Financing of Parkway 

The extension of Hanover 
Parkway has been expected to 
be completely a Prince Georges 
County project, with both engi¬ 
neering and construction costs to 
be funded from a Tax Incremen¬ 
tal Financing (TIF) District 
that has been established for that 
purpose. Coakley & Williams 
needs to have the extension com¬ 
pleted if it is not to find its fur¬ 
ther development of the office 
park blocked by insufficient 
traffic-flow facilities. 

Therefore the firm, in an ef¬ 
fort to speed up the highway 
project, has reached a tentative 
agreement with the county 
whereby the developer will pay 
for the engineering costs, pro¬ 
jected to be $100,000. In ex¬ 
change, the county will pay for 
construction of Hanover Drive 
with TIF funds, even though it

"Good Neighbors”GroupGoal 
Is Crime Prevention in SHL

The Springhill Lake Good Neighbor Group was formed 
April 19, 1981 by Sara Bomberg and her across-the-hall 
neighbor, Tom McGraw. Bomberg’s next door neighbor had 
recently been robbed and another neighbor mugged, and 
they decided it was time to take some action. 


xj^iioerg and McGraw felt 
that the best defense against the 
rising crime rate in Springhill 
Lake (SHL) was for residents to 
get to know who their neighbors 
were, and to be “a good neigh¬ 
bor” by looking out lor one an¬ 
other. Non-residents could then 
be more easily identified. Thus 
the Good Neighbor Group was 
born. 

The first few meetings were 
held in Romberg’s apartment and 
were open to all interested SHL 
residents. They later moved to 
the Community Center, and 
since October of this year meet¬ 
ings have been held above the 
SHL Pharmacy, 

The main goal of the group, 
which has no formal membership 
but maintains an “open to the 
public” policy, is to educate res- 
dents in discriminating between 
normal and suspicious activity, 
Basic to accomplishing this goal 
is for neighbors to become bet¬ 
ter acquainted, and the Good 
Neighbor Group accomplishes 
this objective in monthly meet¬ 


ings wherein residents can dis¬ 
cuss their questions and con¬ 
cerns. Speakers are brought in to 
contribute more information and 
advice. At the December 6 
meeting, Officer Doug Sapping- 
ton of the Greenbelt Police gave 
a presentation on the Neighbor¬ 
hood Watch Program. 

So far the Good Neighbor 
Group has brought about im¬ 
provement in the crime situation. 
Among its accomplishments are: 
distribution of crime prevention 
information, reduction in loiter¬ 
ing, educating residents as to 
their legal rights, better lighting 
installed, and brush trimmed, 
Project ID implemented, and held 
a “Know Your Neighbor” con¬ 
test for children. 

Meetings are generally held 
one Monday per month. The next 
meeting will be Monday, Janu¬ 
ary 17 at 7:30 p.m.; refreshments 
will be served.

Ten Top Stories of 1982 

In accordance with its annual custom , the Greenbelt 
News Review has selected the ten top Greenbelt stories of 
1982. This year the following were chosen , listed in the 
approximate order of their occurrence .

Greenbelters spend much of the year marking their past. An Oc¬ 
tober commemoration weekend celebrating the centennial of the birth 
of Franklin Delano Roosevelt brings back many early settlers to par¬ 
ticipate in joyful events and to share reminiscences. But a ceremony 
to designate a Greenbelt landmark for FDR fails to come off when 
the claim for commemoration of a native son, the late Buddy Attick, 
offers competition. Council decides to name the lake park for Attick, 
the center of the city for FDR, with formal ceremonies still to come. 
The city, the Co-op, and the News Review all celebrate 45th anniver¬ 
saries; and as the year closes, a committee works on plans to found a 
Greenbelt museum. City manager Jim Giese is feted for completing 
his 20th year in office, and five-term city councilman Charlie Schwan, 
newly retired, is named Outstanding Citizen at the Labor Day 
Festival. 

Fire 

In January a major nighttime fire displaces all 26 families from 
the Greenbelt Plaza Apartments building at 11 Parkway, fortunately 
with only one minor injury. Irate tenants effectively confront their 
city council en masse with allegations of improper maintenance of 
electrical and gas facilities within the four^building complex which 
has had three previous large fires, the most recent less than four 
months before. The tenants also allege harassment by apartment 
management and owner if they complain. The tenants demand help. 
As a result, inspectors descend on the complex from at least five 
county agencies, plus Washington Gas and WSSC, and find a variety 
of housing code violations. The county posts placards on most of the 
units in the complex declaring them “Unfit for Human Habitation,” 
says vacant units must remain vacant, and demands that the owner 
correct violations. By later in the year required repairs have been 
made and the occupancy restrictions have been lifted. 

A County Voice 

The April Fool issue headline of the News Review, “Greenbelt! 
Threatens to Secede from Prince Georges County,” sums up the com¬ 
munity’s concern that no Greenbelt candidate had a chance in new 
election districts dominated by Bowie voters. But to Greenbelt’s 
surprised delight, native son and mayor Richard J. Castaldi achieves 
a convincing victory in winning voter nomination for the County 
Council seat in the Democratic Primary, and goes on to an over¬ 
whelming triumph in the general election. Also strong winners in 
the Bowie/Greenbelt district are Thomas X. White and Jeanette 
Gordy, both elected to the Democratic Central Committee. Green- 
belter Lesley Kreimer has no opposition in her bid to return to the 
Board of Education in a nonpartisan election. 

Cenfer Mall 

The center mall area takes on a new look as the post office moves 
to a new facility off the north parking lot. This transfer frees spaed 
for the Greenbelt Credit Union and Twin Pines Savings and Loan, 
who move into handsome new offices side by side. Twin Pines, in 
the meantime, merges with Community Savings & Loan, a Gaithers¬ 
burg firm. A consignment s/hop, Chris & Lindsay’s, takes over the 
old Twin Pines office. 

Development and Rezoning 

Greenbelters learn they are at the hub of the BillionDollar 
Circle — an area three miles in diameter where nearly a billion 
dollars in commercial construction is either proposed or being built 
or in place. There are predictions Greenbelt could become the second 
largest employment center in the state. During the year, the tallest 
commercial building in the county — the 16-story Maryland Trade 
Center — achieves full occupancy, and is annexed into the city 
along with its surrounding commercially zoned land. In the Golden 
Triangle, Prudential Insurance completes its first of six proposed 
office buildings. A third office building is completed in the Capital 
Office Park. And by year’s end, the engineering firm of Greenhorne 
& O’Mara is well along with construction of its new headquarters 
building between Kenilworth Avenue and Edmonston Road. As the 
city is being told to expect more office construction within the three 
existing commercial parks, as well as two large hotels, it is also 
agreeing that a substantial vacant area in the city’s northwest cor¬ 
ner may be rezoned for still further commercial use. 

Although the city sees only one new residential area under con¬ 
struction in 1982 — the Glen Ora townhouse complex in the east 
part of the city — owners of three critical parcels in the city’s cen¬ 
ter area renew long-dormant attempts to get their vacant land re¬ 
zoned for residential use. In the case of the 112 acres of Parcels 1 
and 2 (between Greenbelt Homes and the Parkway), the city sharp¬ 
ly rebuffs the idea of still more townhouses, and presses for single- 
family freestanding homes. The owner of Parcel 15 (between 
Gharlestowne Village, Greenbelt Lake, and the Beltway) runs into 
problems first with the city because the proposed houses would be 
too close to the lake, and then with the county because they would 
be too close to the Beltway. 

City Budget 

During a year of increasing economic distress throughout the 
country and in many parts of the world, our city finds itself in 
better financial shape than are many governments. Even though the 
city lowers its property tax rate during the year, the number of 
tax dollars flowing into the city’s coffers increases. The 
reason: New commercial development within the city limits plus 
annexation of the Maryland Trade Center office park into the city 
are expanding the city’s tax base in a trend that is expected to 
continue for several years. The city is able to add five more em¬ 
ployees, and also increases long-delayed major maintenance of city 
streets. 

Surplus Properties 

The “Billion Dollar Circle” is not the only big-money phrase 
of the year. Greenbelters also hear about “fair market value” as the

federal government embarks on a program to sell off surplus public 
land, and the county government begins to market surplus school 
buildings and unneeded vacant school sites. This concept of selling 
such properties on the open market replaces the longstanding prac¬ 
tice of letting state and local governments (which normally cannot 
afford to pay full market value) take over the properties for only 
nominal sums. The issue strikes home for the city when it appear? 
that segments of the Beltsville Agricultural Research Center 
(BARC) — a crucial part of our “green belt” — could pass into the 
hands of private builders. Even more biting is the possibility that 
the closed North End School, set within a residential area, could be 
sold for commercial uses, and that vacant school sites within the 
city limits might be added to the holdings of private developers. 

As is usual when its ever-shrinking green spaces are further 
threatened, Greenbelt launches protest efforts. As the year closes, 
it appears the city is assured of acquiring North End School, pos¬ 
sibly for a nominal sum, or at the most for the manageable and 
worthwhile cost of the remaining bonded indebtedness. The future 
fate of the vacant school sites is still uncertain. As to the BARC 
parcels, it appears Congress will not block their sale, and that only 
decisive rezoning actions by the county to restrict use of the land 
may discourage private interests from taking advantage of the 
federal offer. 

Crime and Police 

Concern about crime and its prevention leads the city council 
to establish a Crime Prevention Committee, on the heels of statis¬ 
tics for 1961 which showed increases in almost all categories of 
crime, particularly crimes of violence against persons. The same 
concern leads to the approval of a police budget which allows for 
the hiring of two new police officers and a police cadet. As a result 
of these actions, the city finds itself in a more favorable posture 
for combatting crime, and preliminary statistics show that the crime 
rate may actually have decreased in 1982. The police department, 
however, faces other difficulties during the year when a ranking 
officer of the department pleads guilty to a charge of misconduct in 
office, and the city and another police officer are sued by a motor¬ 
cyclist on the grounds that his civil rights were violated in an arrest 
on traffic charges. 

High School 

Eleanor Roosevelt High School gets mixed reviews as newsmaker. 
The ERHS Symphony Orchestra wows Vienna, taking second place 
in an international youth orchestra competition; is later honored 
at a Baltimore Symphony Orchestra concert in the school auditori¬ 
um in November. The school building itself is partially rebuilt over 
the summer. The entire west wall is tom down and reconstructed 
after internal supports are found not to meet specifications. 

Greenbelt Homes 

For residents of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., the issues and annoy¬ 
ances of rehabilitation of the original government-built homes con¬ 
tinue throughout 1982. But by the end of the year, most of the woric 
is finally done, and some of the fruits of the effort are being real¬ 
ized—one of these being an average reduction of almost 16 percent 
in members’ monthly charges. In another major step forward, GHI 
has a payoff from many years of effort when several new sources 
are found for loan money to finance resales of members’ homes.

would not normally use those 
funds for this purpose. (Hano¬ 
ver Drive will branch off Hano¬ 
ver Parkway and provide access 
to the southeastern end of the 
office park.) 

Representatives of Coakley & 
Williams have told council that 
this method of financing the en¬ 
gineering work for Hanover 
Parkway should be an added ben¬ 
efit for the city, as it would re¬ 
sult in earlier construction of the 
extension to Good Luck Road, 
thus relieving Greenbelt traffic 
congestion and improving access 
to Doctors' Hospital. 

Coakley & Williams first ap¬ 
proached the city in August 1982 
with its request for a bond issue. 
Between then and council’s de¬ 
cision on December 20, there had 
been various attempts by city 
staff and city council to improve 
the quid pro quo offered by 
Coakley & Williams in exchange 
for city backing of a bond issue. 

The city’s officials see very lit¬ 
tle financial value for the city 
either in the earlier payment of 
property taxes or in the addi¬ 
tional landscaping; and they 
have never been convinced that 
Hanover Parkway extension will 
be a boon for the city's residents. 
Ultimately, however, city staff 
and council realized that there 
was nothing further which the 
developer could legitimately be 
asked to give, primarily because 
the firm had already made so 
many concessions beneficial to 
the city as a part of the earlier 
annexation agreement. 

During the December 20 meet¬ 
ing, Councilman Thomas White 
asked Chris Heslin, Coak^y & 
Williams Vice President-Devel¬ 
opment, whether the firm had 
given thought to earlier requests 
by council to upgrade the hote 1 
from the Comfort Inn original 1 ^ 
proposed for construction on the 
Maryland Trade Center property.

own and operate such a hotel. 
The building permit for con¬ 
struction of the hotel has been 
issued by the county. 

After council voted its prelim¬ 
inary approval of a bond issue, 
subject to working out of the 
details by city staff, developer 
representatives, and bond coun¬ 
sel, Weidenfeld emphasized the 
expectation of council that Coak¬ 
ley & Williams would provide “a 
very high quality development” 
as part of the results from the 
financing help to be given by the 
city. 

Glen Ora Gardens 

The Glen Ora townhouse com¬ 
plex is being constructed in east 
Greenbelt by the Homecraft sub¬ 
sidiary of U.S. Homes. The proj¬ 
ect is south of Greenbelt Road 
and west of Windsor Green 
townhouses. During the Decem¬ 
ber 20 meeting, council consid¬ 
ered site plans for Sections 3 and 
4 of Glen Ora Gardens, together 
with a report from the city's Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board. The APB 
recommended approval of the site 
plans, subject to resolution of a 
number of concerns. 

The APB noted in particular 
that the proposed density of 
buildings to be put on the land 
appears to be increased compared 
with the other areas in this de¬ 
velopment; and that private rec¬ 
reational areas to be provided by 
the developer appear to be mini¬ 
mal. 

Council agreed that it could 
not do much about the issue of 
density because the developer 
would still not be building up to 
the full density possible under 
the zoning category involved. 
Council voted to recommend to 
the county Planning Board that 
the site plan be approved, but 
subject to resolution of the APB 
concerns. 

In other business, council took 
the following actions: 

—Gave its blessing to erection 


ol a free-standing sign to iden¬ 
tify the Greenway Shopping Cen¬ 
ter to motorists. The owners 
have applied for a sign permit. 

—Authorized the city manager 
to arrange for an initial struc¬ 
tural survey of the North End 
School building, at a cost of about 
$2,000, to determine its present 
condition. The work will be done 
by the architectural firm of 
Grimm & Parker, The city un¬ 
derstands it is to receive the 
school from the county after a 
Federal judge lifts an injunction 
against the building's disposal. 
The injunction was put on in 
connection with the school busing 
law suit. It is not known when 
the injunction will be lifted. 

— Gave permission to the 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment & Rescue Squad to erect 
a surplus temporary school class¬ 
room building at the rear of the 
fire house on a part of the park¬ 
ing lot. It will be used as a stor¬ 
age building.

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GUI Tidbits 

{The following items were 
omitted from last week's GH1 
story for lack of space.) 

Weatherstripping 

The GHIDC board first took up 
weatherstripping. In response to 
a survey, 600 members had indi¬ 
cated a need for weatherstripping 
doors and the GHI board had 
voted to have it done under the 
Rehabilitation program. Manage¬ 
ment presented cost estimates 
for various levels of weather- 
stripping and asked for directions 
on how to proceed. This renewed 
the debate on the need for wea¬ 
therstripping and the wisdom of 
having it included in rehab. Some 
members thought that the work 
was unnecessary and too expen¬ 
sive. Board members made vari¬ 
ous suggestions from taking a 
survey, to postponing any action, 
to getting on with it. Hogensen 
reminded members that weather¬ 
stripping is currently done under 
maintenance and.so all members 
are paying for this service in 
response to members’ complaints 
about sharing the costs. Finally 
this item was tabled. 

Greenbelt Homes Loan 
Deferral Program 

The board approved an agree¬ 
ment with the county to use 
Community Development Block 
Grant funds to defer rehab loan 
payments for eligible members. 
The program will apply to those 
eligible for Section 8 grant 
funds and will not exceed $35*00 
each month per unit. Members 
can pay back early or when the 
unit is sold. The Board congratu¬ 
lated management on the lengthy 
negotiations to obtain this pro¬ 
gram to assist Gill members in 
meeting monthly charges. The 
total money under this program 
is $270,000; another $130,000 
may be made available to Gill 
by the county. 

December 2 

At the previous meeting on De¬ 
cember 2, the board took the fol¬ 
lowing actions:

City Council has directed its staff to improve the en¬ 
forcement of city ordinances relating to private property. 
Violations reported to the city by its staff will result in a 
letter being sent to the owner or tenant, folloived by a 
second inspection to ensure compliance. During the 
coming weeks the News Review will print excerpts of 
ordinances entitled, “It’s the Law in Greenbelt.” 

Sec. 11-12 Parking or Obstructing Fire Lanes, Streets, 
Alleys or Driveways 

It shall be unlawful to park either on public or pri¬ 
vate property any unattended automobile, truck, trailer 
or other vehicles in a designated fire lane or in such a 
manner as to obstruct or interfere with the connecting 
of a hose, to a fire hydrant or in such a manner as to ob¬ 
struct or interfere with the movement of emergency 
traffic on any public street, highway, road, alley or on 
any private street, road or driveway serving three (3) 
or more dwelling units. (Ord. No. 681, ss 16)
